(1) Dzring this reporting pcriod the 12th A.vn Op (Cbt) accident
rate continued to decrease in X'cbruary, but rose sharply during i.rch
and .pril. The Group experienced four accidents in February for a rate
of 8.8, nine accidents in -i-rch for a r-te of 18,0, Pad nine accidents in
J.pril for a rate of 2C.2. The profile conccrt co:.tinues to be an effec-
tive tool for det-r-iining the direction of the overall safety effort as
well as pinpointing specific areas where ;ositive coza.--nd action is
required.

(2) The 12th P.vj, OP (C't) had one accident caused by overloading
a U'-iH, resulting in thirteen fatalities. P.ll four accidents in Feb-
ruary were caused bv! wtteriail Zgilure. :,.owever, in ikarch seven accidents
were attributed to hraman error and only two to naterial fAilurs. In
P.pril six accidents were caused by engine failure, two by human error
and one is under inves Aitation at this tiLne. The weather during the
reporting period was g-nec'rally Pood.

J. Logistics:

(I) 4 substantis.'! decrease in the number of Rerorts of Surveys
has been experienced in the post month. It is evident that the con-
tinuing coammnd emphasis placed on property accoun-ability is paying
its dividends. Personnel are more aware of their responsibility in
the proper ==anement Pnd safeguarding of government property. Another.
factor contributing to this decrease is the discontinunnce of survey-
ing flight clothing. These items ;re drorped from the units property
books when they are issued to personnel by use of an abstract issue.

(2) ' significant decrease in lost wea.ons has been experienced
by this comand during the last quarter. Lost weapons can be -.ttributed
to improper supply prvcedures or negligence on the individuals part.
The continuing command emphasis in this area h;s produced the desired
effect of making pers:n-el •v•re of weapons security. This co=-and
emphasis has been reirffirced by the fact that personnel have been held
pecuniary liable when negligence has beer. proven.
